disease, a topic which lias become the 
most important in business upd farm­ 
ing circles in many states in the Un­ 
ion and which has 
developed into a 
particularly vital one In this commun­ 
ity since the discovery of four cases 
of tin* disease within a few miles of 
Dixon. 
Authorities on the 
subject 
were 
present and were able to g ive the in­ 
terested company some mig hty valu­ 
able and interesting details concern­ 
ing the subject. 
The Teleg raph presents the impor­ 
tant features broug ht out by the dis­ 
cussion and these facts 
as printed, 
while they do not bear

stamp of authoritative statement, are 
as g ood as such and can be depended 
upon. 
Some of the conclle f a d s establish­ 
ed during the talk were that: 
The foot and mouth disease is In­ 
fectious and contag ious.

Washington, Jan. 8.—The rejection 
of tiu Arizona alien employe«' law Is 
mill and voi*i because contrary tu the 
provision« of the fourteenth amend 
rr.tnt to the constitution by (he f( d- 
( ral court at San Francisco attracted 
much attention here, particularly as 
it is thought the decision may provo 
t i have n bearing on the California 
alien land law controversy with Japan 
v I Jell remains unsettled and which is 
rc u<- rded by man;, as the most danger- 
on; 
plume of our international rela­ 
tion«. 
The court held 
that 
the Arizona 
law, which requires 
that 
not more 
than 20 per cent of the employes of 
ar.j firm or individual «hall be aliens, 
violates tiie constitutional guarantee 
of life, liberty and property to ail per- 
B( ns alike, 
if the state were permit­ 
ted fo restrict the percentage of ali-n 
employes it could with equal justice 
frtbid the employment of aliens at 
nil. the court held. 


Japanese May Act. 


The action tints 
decided 
at San 
Francisco was 
brought 
by Italian, 
Chinese and 
Japanese 
residents of 
Arizona, acting jointly. 
No such ac­ 
tion ever has been brought against 
ti,< 
California alien 
land law, but 
there is now reason to believe that as 
a result of the favorable decision in 
the Arizona case individual Japanese 
may take similar proceedings irv Gall- 
f( rnia. 
The United States government sug­ 
gested to the Japanese government 
that the California law could at any 
time be tested by Japanese in the 
fedeial courts. 
The Japenese govern- 
nu nt held, however, that it was not 
it- place to test the law, but that the 
Washington government as the treaty 
making power should bring the ac­ 
tion in the courts to test the Califor­ 
nia law. 
Tills the United States has 
rilused to do with the result that no 
action lias been brought from either 
side. 
Tiie argument has frequently been 
made in upholding the Japanese side 
of the California dispute that provi­ 
sions of the land law were in viola- J 
tion of constitutional guarantees a« 
to the possession of property. 
It was 
declared that 
the 
treaty 
with Jan- 
anesc accorded to Japanese subjects 
the right to come to and live in the 
United States; that this right of resi­ 
duum having been conceded then the 
federal government was bound to se­ 
cure to tim Japanese full retention of 
their rights of Hfe, liberty and prop­ 
erty 
Accept am**« of this reasoning by 
the federal court in the Arizona case 
will, it is believed, undoubtedly stim­ 
ulate Japanese affected by the alien 
land law in California to endeavor to 
have the statute nullified. 
If a blow 
1" the courts is delivered directly at 
the alien land law of California it will 
make the Washington administration 
breathe easier and go far toward cur­ 
tailing the power of the California or 
other Pacific 
coast 
legislatures to 
ef.use trouble on this score. 


Complaints Had 
R eserve Argument. 


The Italian and British governments 
had made representations against the 
Arizona law 
and based their state­ 
ments on the privileges accorded them 
in treaties with the United States. If 
is known, however, that these govern 
ments were also prepared to raise the 
constitutional question if the treaty 
were not decided in their favor on 
tic basis of treaty guarantees.
